How to Recognize the Moth. 


The wings of the army-worm moth, 
when outspread, measure about 1V> 
inches from tip to tip. The body is 
about half this length. 
The general 
shape of the moth with its wings out- 
spread is triangular. 
The moths will 
hover about the lights in the even- 
ing. 
On farms, they will be found 
on the outside of screens and doors 
at night. 
They will probably not be 


observed in the daytime. 
On dark, 


hot. close 
nights, 
such as precede 
thunder storms, they will probably be 
especially noticeable. 
The army-worm pest -has ,caused 
considerable damage to the crops and 
lawns this 
summer 
throughout the 
northern 
United States east of the 
Mississippi. The worms are only now 
disappearing in Northern Maine and 
Michigan, which are probably hatched 
from the 
eggs of moths migrating 
from more southern portions of the 
country- 
With the additional know- 
ledge that this experiment will give, 
the Department hopes to control the 
spread of the pest more completely 
in coming years.
